5. Thuy said he was withdrawing the demand for the words "without 
condition." 

6. We said we'd take his minute under advisement and then asked 
him about timing.

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We turned to the order of listing of representatives in 
Paragraph B. Thuy agreed to two ribbon copy originals. in 
which we could each put our preferred order of listing 

We said we'd report to Washington and be back in touch ASAP. 
Thuy said "any time of day or night." 

Thuy referred to our past assurances that we would not use the 

word “conditional" in official USG announcements of cessation, 

and Harriman said we had given such assurances.
